I suggest that you replace "unquestioned 
aceptance" with "handling of," or"attiducl© toward and handling of." 

At the end of this page I suggest that* you begin tiio next section with LBJ's 
desire to have u oover do a book answering the critics, which is what actually trig- 
gered what followed. All that you report followed Fortos* visit to the FBI as LBJ's 
messenger. What you say about ^eLoach at the top of 7 is correct but it was all 
handled for him hy the staff under him. My recollection is not clear on whether the 
ploy was Deloach's idea. I think it was Wick's, approved by DeLoach and all others, 
up to and including Hoover, And rather than a mere "messenger" taking the letter 
to Sid Epstein, it was Wick, who was what the FBI culls "the Number 8ne" man in that 
office.
